Although Washington now regards 
the Soviet withdrawala as more ex- 
tensive in scope than at first be- 
Heved, there are no indications that 
the Nixon administration will take 
any active steps to exploit the situa- 
tion diplomatically until the end of 
the year, the sources added. 

Direct and indirect contacts be- 
tween American and Egyptian of- 
ficials are expected to increase, but 
it is assumed here that President 
Sadat remains adamantly opposed, 


at least for the present, to studying 
American offers to act as interme- 
diary in indirect talks leading to a 
Suez Canal egreement. 

The main thrust of current Egyp- 
tian efforts is therefore expected to 
be directed toward the Jarring mis- 
sion. According to the sources of- 
fering the analysis, there is little 
enthusiasm in the Nixon administra- 
tion for the Jarring mission, al- 
though publicly Washington will 
support it. 

It was pointed out that the re- 
luctance of the Nixon administra- 
tion to react to the Soviet with- 
drawals by renewing serious diplo- 
matic activity had less to do with 
problems this might raise domesti- 
cally in an election year than with 
the sensitive structure of new under- 
standings reached between the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union. 


Egypt interested in British arms 


LONDON (INA). — The “Times” 
reporta that Egypt hes expressed a 
wish through “third parties” to buy 
British arms as part of its campaign 
to diversify future supplies for its 
Russian-equipped armed forces.

Senate votes 
‘unlimited’ arms 
credit to Israel

WASHINGTON, — The U.S. Senate 
last night approved a proposal by 
Senator Henry Jackson (D.—Wash.} 
to provide unlimited authorization 
for arms eredit to Israel until the 
end of 1973. 

The Senate voted in favour of the 
Proposal 76 to 9, after the proposed 
authorization of §300m. in military 
credit for Israel had been lost tn the 
vote which killed the Foreign Mili- 
tary Aid Authorization bill last week. 

Sen. Jackson said it was now 
necessary to find a new vehicle for 
the credit, so that military supplies 
to Israel would not be endangered. 


French end A-tests 


PARIS (Reuter). — France has 
apparently concluded its nuclear 
teat series in the Pacific after three 
low-yield explosions. 

Informed sources yesterday said 
the end of the controversial series 
was signalled by orders for French 
warships at the Mururoa Atoll test 
site to return to Tahiti But in line 
with the French policy of strict 
official secrecy on the explosions, 
ἃ spokesman at the Defence Mints- 
try here said he had “no comment" 
on reports that the series was 
over. “I have nothing to say on 
that," the spokesman said. 

The sources said a third low- 
yleld blast occurred last Saturday. 
The earlier explosions were believed 
to have taken place on June 25 
and 30. 
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Although Egypt is placing its big- 
gest hope in a greater flexibility by 
the French over the Paris embargo 
on arms for the “combat” states in 
the Middle East, success with Bri- 
tain is regarded as a step of par- 

‘ Hcular importance. 


Exactly what the Egyptians are 
interested in obtaining is not clear. 
However, the Libyans have already 
shown interest in high-performance 
British strike aircraft in addition to 
the Chieftain tanks that this coun- 
try was to receive under an agree- 
ment made by the royalist regime 
before Col. Gaddafi and the young 
revolutionaries took over. 


In London official sources sald it 
was no secret that Egypt had re- 
ceived small items from Britain since 
1967. There was no “embargo” on 
arms to the Middle East. If the 
Egyptians wanted to make purchases 
they would have to make an appli- 
eation, which would then have to be 
considered in the framework of Bri- 
tish policy.

Girl says she 
was recruited 
by rape, drugs

Pleaded not guilty as their triai 
spened here yesterday morning, 

iss Tannous said in her state- 
ment that she was recruited into 
the terrorist ranks by means of 
rape, narcotics, brute force, kid- 
napping and torture. 


With heavy make-up on her face 
and attired in tight-fitting blue 
jeans and a pay yellow knitted 
top, attractive Miss Tannous lis- 
tened with downeast eyes as a 
police officer, Rav Samal Ya'acov 
Faraj, read out the “confession” he 
took down from her on May 11 
and May 16. Her face remained 
expressionjess, except for an occa- 
sional show of irritation as the 
more intimate detalls of her affairs 
in terrorist centres in Amman, De- 
mascus and Beirut were recited. 

From her “confession” it emerged 
that Miss Tannous is an orphan 
who was reared in a Franciscan 
convent in Eethlehem where she 
was often punished for stealing 
food from the other girls. She ac- 
companied 8. nun to Amman shortly 
before the Six Day Wer to sell 
some of the girls’ handicrafts there 
and was stranded in the Jordanian 
capital when the war broke out. 
She resided with the Tannous ?a- 
mily there (whose surname she 
adopted for her own}, and, she sald, 
she was brutally raped by the 
eidest son, Halil. The doctor who 
treated her for the severe haemor- 
rhage which followed the assault 
employed her as a nurse, introduced 
her to Fatah circles and kept her 
as his mistress. 

At one point the doctor, who by 
then headed an e-Sa’eka cell under 
the guise of running a medical 
clinic, ordered her to get a Jorde- 
nian passport. The Jordanian police, 
attempting to get information about 
the doctor, tortured her and burned 
her fingernails until she divulged 
all she knew. 

Some time later she had become 
engaged to 8 Jordanian air force 
pilot, Sultan. Following the “Black 
September” clashes between the ter- 
rorists and the Jordan army, the 
saboteurs abducted Rima to Damas- 
cus because, they claimed, Sultan 
was one of those who took part 
in the campaign against them. 

From then on, she was periodical- 
ly imprisoned in Damascus and 
Beirut, interrogated, given nar- 
coties and raped by aumerous ter- 
rorists. By that time she had heard 
on the radio that Sultan was killed 
and wrssoon engaged anew. The ter- 
torists, however, took her to a

U.S. Army to be 
all volunteers

HARRISBURG, Pennsylvania (UPI). 
— Defence Secretary Melvin Laird 
said on Monday that the United 
States will have an all-volunteer ar- 
my by next June 30.

Sen. McGovern said. Speculation

geant Shriver and Sens. Edmund S. 
Muskie and Gaylord Nelson. 

Sens, McGovern and Eagleton said 
at a news conference in the Senate 
Caucus Room on Monday night that 
Sen. Eagieton should leave the tic- 
ket. The announcement came only 
six days after the 42-year-old Mis- 
sourian disclosed he had been hos- 
pitalized three times for psychiatric 
reasons.

Speaking as a veteran socialist, 
Mr. Ben-Aharon said the left had 
always had anti-Semitic streaks and 
traced three reasons for it: 

@ the presence in leftist ranks of 
: large pumber of Jews who be- 
came anti-Semitic in their efforts 
to show how cosmopolitan they ᾿ 
really were. 
Φ the existence of a Jewish capi- 
talist class — bankers and pro- 
perty-ownera — in Diaspora coun- 
‘tries, which was the natural target 
of leftist movements. 
e Soviet Russia’s anti-Jewish and 
anti-Zionist policies, which were 
emulated by her sympathizers in the 
West. 
. Mr. Paul Jacobs of San Francisco, 
- a New Left sympathizer who ran for 
‘Vice-President in 1968 on Black Pan- 
ther Eldridge Cleaver’s ticket, said 
the New Left was not by defini- 
ttop anti-Semitic: there were people 
within it — tike himself — who were 
fighting against its anti-Semitic 
trends. 

Mr. Jacobs is due to deliver a pa~ 
per on Thursday, but he threw out 
a hint of it yesterday when he ask- 
ed, referring to Israel today: ‘Is this 
what the fight was all ahout?... For 
contractors to put up signs outside 
apartment blocks offering ‘a foot- 
hold in Israel’ for the rich Amer- 
ican σεν... 

Mr. Simha Flappan, the Mapam 
theorist and editor of “New Hori- 
zons," said anti-Zionism permeated 
all the new generation, which did 
not itself witness the Jewish tra- 
gedy. tig 

Mr. Irving Kristol of New “York 
declared that both Israel and U.S. 
Jewry were conservative and should 
have the pulitical realism to perceive 
this and the courage to admit it. 

Theodore Draper of Princeton Uni- 
versity said it was wrong to brand 
social revolution as anti-Semitic just 
because some of its leading propoc- 
ents or thinkers had had anti-Semitic 
aberrations which were by no means 
intrinsic to their philosophies. He 
asked how it was that the Jews, who 
nad traditionally espoused Tevolu- 
tionary causes, were now rejecting 
them. 

Mr. Shmuel Tamir M.K said that 
just as in the thirties the extreme 
Tight had been the enemy of Jewish 
aspirations, so today the enemy was 
the left. “The redder the flag, the 
“deeper the animosity,” he declared. 
“The Arab states were “indoctrinat- 
‘ing themselves with Marxist theo- 
ries’: the U.S.S.R. sought to erush 
‘gll Jewish freedom, and Communist 
-China said openly that Israel should 
‘be erradicated. 

‘At the same time it was the 
right-wing states which befriended 
Israel or had. interests akin to 


those of Israel. He cited South Af- 
rica and Greece as examples. 
“Every sensible Israeli had rejoiced 
when America decided to place a 
naval base at Piraeus,” Tamir said. 
In the U.S. Presidential elections 
too, the same phenomenon was 
present: the candidate with theless 
attractive social policies was the 
man who had proved himself ‘where 
Israel was concerned. υ

The two couples }Canadian- 
born Hugene Lenko and Nadia De- 
midenko, who reluctantly ‘immigra- 
ted to the Ukraine with their pa- 
rents 16 years ago, Lenko's wife, 
Svetlana, and Mrs. Demidenko's hus- 
band, ‘Anatoly — have been re- 
peatedly refused exit visas by the 
Soviet authorities. 

Both nations claim Lenko and 
Mrs. Demidenko as citizens, ‘but the 
Canadian government has prombsed 
to let them settle in Canada with 
‘their families if the Russians allow 
them to leave. The Embassy spokes- 
man declined to reveal what 
Measures were being taken to se- 
ture the couples’ departure. He said 
only the Embassy is carrying on 
“normal diplomatic communica- 
tions” 

The four strikers have occupied 
the Embassy’s plush reception room 
since Monday morning. On Sunday 
Mrs. Demidenko said they would 
maintain thelr hunger strike inside 
the Embassy until the Soviet gov- 
ermment allows them to leave the 
country. 

“We've ‘tried everything else,” she 
explained. “I guess this is the next 
step. For the past two years we've 
been appealing our cases to all the 
top officiels.. and it has gotten 
us nowhere. Sc this is the only 
thing left to do.”

ANATOMY OF A SUCCESS

rPApInAN is often cited as one 

of our best success stories, which 
it certainly is. Within 2 decade it 
hes grown from a small producer 
of low-grade items, operating in 
8. protected home market, into a 
ramified industrial concern of inter- 
national repute, with bulging sales 
and substantial exports. But no less 
remarkable has been the way this 
progress has been achieved. 

Tadiran is the first and most out- 
standing instance of the Israel De- 
fence Ministry withdrawing from 
direct production, and resorting in- 
stead to outside procurement. This 
course may look reasonable, even 
inevitable, in retrospect, after the 
major expansion a few years ago 
of private defence production which 
had followed the Six Day War, but 
It was hotly debated. When ‘Tadiran 
then owned jointly by Hista- 

rut's Koor company and the Min- 
istry of Defence — started produc- 
ing cocsumer durables, the Manu- 
facturers’ Association complained to 
the government that it was an en- 
croachment of the subsidized State 
industries on the civil market. At 
the same time, some top brass 
looked askance at this diversion of 
scarce production resources to nou- 
vital items. 

The agreement eventually reached 
on this point now makes odd read- 
ing, because the Defence BMinistry 
is no longer a shareholder in Ta- 
diran. In June. 1969, it sold most 
of its holding to General Telephone 
and Electronics, which also acquired 
an option on the remaining shares. 
This option was exercised a few 
weeks ago. The company will short- 
ly go. public. Though its shares 
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will for the time being be available 
only to Tadiran employees — in 
accordance with its pioneer profit- 
sharing scheme — an issue to out- 
side Investors at some later stage 
cannot be ruled out. Thus the com- 
pany is going strong as 8 mixed 
subsidiary of the Histadrut — plus 
its own staff—and an American firm. 

Tadiran’s seles have increased by 
leaps and bounds, from IL7m. in 
1963-64 to IL80m. in 1968-69, and 
1L142m. in 1970-71. In the present 
calendar year, sales are expected 
to reach IL250m., i.e. 12 times as 
much as ten years ago in dollar 
terms. The profit margin has aver- 
aged 6 per cent of turnover, end 
gross profits soared accordingly from 
Πάτα. in 1967-68 to IL88m. in 
the last nine months of 1971. This 
performance is impressive enough. 
But even more impressive is G.T.E.’s 
decision to avail itself of its share 
option at a price 60 per cent high- 
er than it paid three years ago. 
In 1969 it paid the Ministry TL4.6m. 
for 85 per cent of the ordinary 
shares. On top of this it invested 
IL6.3m. in the company’s ordinary 
and preference shares, making a 
total equal to $3.4m. It has now 
paid $1.8m. for the 9 per cent of 
votes that remained in the Defence 
Ministry's possession. People who 
claim that Tadiran occupies ἃ spe- 
cial place even in G.T.E.'’s world- 
wide empire would seem to be not 
far off the mark. 

Significantly, G.T.E. did not make

engineers and technicians, and 8350 
skilled workers (machinists, design- 
ers, etc). It was this fund of ac- 
cumulated experience and innovative 
spirit that the American company 
was eager to acquire. Tadiran's 
shareholders agreed to the match 
because the company stood to gain 
from the access to the vast archives 
and the know-how developed by 
G.T.E. and its affiliates.

H.U. professors 
protest arrest of 
Soviet colleague 


A. petition protesting the impri- 
sonment of a Soviet Jewish scient- 
ist, signed by 21 professors at the 
Hebrew University-Hadassah Me- 
dical School, was sent yesterday to 
40 leading scientists in Europe and 
the U.S. 

The subject of the petition, ya 
Glezer, a 41-year-old biologist whose 
published works on brain research 
are well known in scientific circles 
the world over, was arrested on 
February 7, 1972, one month after 
he applied for an exit permit to Is- 
raelL He has been charged with anti- 
Soviet propaganda, and his trial 
is to begin shortly. 

For a number of years prior to 
this, Dr. Glezer was the victim of 
anti-Semitic actions, which resulted 
in his dismissal from the Medical 
Academy of Moscow, and later from 
the Institute of Psychiatry, where 
he conducted a great deal of fruit- 
ful research. This was learned from

The decision was taken in the 
wake of the current German 
measles epidemic, wheih began in ἢ. 


January and is only now begin- 
ning to subside. The disease does 
no lasting harm to the person 
who catches It, but if the virus 
attacks a woman in the first 
quarter of pregnancy it can do 
serious damage to the embryo's 
central nervous system, which is 
developing during this stage. 

The ‘Ministry reported that the 
disease appears in epidemic pro- 
portions in Israel at 10-year In- 
tervals, and that it bad therefare 
decided to immunize 12-year-olds 
this year because they will be of 
child-bearing age the next time 
it comes round.

A workers’ representative said 
the walkout was over work- 
ing conditions that had not been im- 
proved in decades. The owners’ re- 
presentative said agreement had been 
reached on all aspects of a new con- 
tract except for a demand by the 
workers for increased compensation 
in the event that a cinema is shut 
down. He said the owners would 
operate the cinemas during the walk-

(Continued trom page one) 
training camp near Sidon where she 
was made an expert revolver and 
Kalachnikov shot and where she was 
again raped, despite the fact that 
she was engaged to marry. - it 
was at that camp that she met 
the second defendant, Therese Halas- 
seh, then known to her as “Samira.” 

Court proceedings were somewhat 
disrupted when Miss Tannous’ con- 
fession related to ἃ conversation 
with “Samira,” in which the latter 
told her of rape attempts against 
her. Miss Halasseh, who had all 
along betrayed much more tension, 
often bordering on fright, rose up in- 
dignantly, her pale cheeks flushed, 
and requested that that portion of 
the testimony be read again. Her 
attorney, Mr. Ya’acov Henigman, ex- 
plained that she objected ta the 
insinuation that she was passed from 
hand to hand. 

After months in the terrorists’ 
midst, Rima was presented with 8. 
girdle filed with explosives and with 
a large cosmetics box in which a 
pistol was concealed. On May 3 
she was taken to Beirut alrport 
and introduced to ἃ terrorist named 
‘rZousset” with whom she flew to 
Rome.

Miss Tannous contended that she 
did not know that her partners in- 
tended blowing the plane up and 
when she heard that “Youssef” 50 
threatened, her “knees buckled un- 
der and I shivered ali over. Yous- 
sef tried tocalm me downby 

me that he was only attempting to 
scare the pilot. I was dizzy when T 
thought we were golng to die. Then 
‘Youssef told ug that our demands 
‘were met and we started kissing 
and hugging each other," she re-

The next thing she remembers is 
men dressed in white invading the 
aircraft and shooting.
